2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: There doesn't 
appear to be any line "A-A" on Figure 1, as described on page 11. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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4. Claim 1 5 at the bottom of page 14 is objected to because of the following 
informalities: It is incomplete on page 14 and papers to be duplicated as a second 
claim 15 at the top of page 15. Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5, 9, 10 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "the first ridge" line 1 and "the second ridge" in line 
2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Side edges and adjacent troughs of claim 9 appear to be double inclusions of 
those set forth in claim 8 as applicants have failed to properly relate the structures. In 
like manner a side panel in claim 9 appears to be a double inclusion of the panels in 
claim 8. 

Claim 13 recites the limitation "the top" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-9,11-14,16, and 18-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bono et al '614. 

To the extent that applicants claim any particular construction defining ridges, . 
Bomes et al teach a blow molded container construction which has a recessed waist 
portion in the bottle and formations recessed within the waist portion at 170 or 270 
which define a plurality of undulations forming panels with an apex and trough. This 
construction provides the top loading strength and hoop strength as claimed. 

7. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Heisel et al. 

To the extent that applicants define any particular dome construction or ridge 
construction, Heisel et al are considered to teach such in a plastic container which has a 
waist portion with recessed formation formed as panels defining apexes and trough as 
shown in Figures 6 and 7. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Young, Ewing, Jr., Ugarelli, Tanabe et al and Shmagin et al show 
containers with recess having undulations. Norwood shows a container body with 
formation producing axial apexes and troughs.
